'HAIL STORMS DO DAMAGE 
IN MANY PARTS OF WORLD 


Hail storms occur in many parts 
of the world, and the loss in dol- 
lars and cents to agriculture each 
year is quite a substantial sum. The 
severe hail storm, like a tornado, 
is always small, but it represents 
such a concentration of fury, and 
the destruction it causes is so com- 
plete, that it is always dreaded. 

Alberta is a province that is 
peculiarly susceptible to hail dam- 
age. Meteorologists of repute main- 
tain that more hail stornis occur 
here than in any other province or 
state throughout the world. It is 
difficult to explain why this should 
be. 

Hail is formed in the turbulent 
region at the front of a thunder 
storm, according to Dr. W.J. Hum- 
phreys of the United States Wea- 
ther Bureau. The air currents in the 
van of such a storm are always in 
violent commotion upward and 
downward between relatively cold 
and warm regions of the atmos- 
phere. As the moisture is carried 
upward it is congealed into the fro- 
zen particles known as hail. Hail 
may be swept upward in front of 
a storm several times before it fin- 
ally drops to the earth. Each time | 
it rises to the height it receives 
a fresh coating of ice. That is why 
large hail stones frequently show 
several alternate layers. 

Some terrible hail storms have 
occurred at various times in the 
earth's history.*“At Dallas, Texas, in 
1926, tons of ice fell on streets and 
buildings during fifteen minutes, 
and in the business centre the 
stones attained the size of baseballs. 
The losses in the city and its vici- 
nity were estimated at $2,000,000. 

An unusually severe hail storm 
swept a path five miles wide across 
part of Kansas on June 4, 1927. 
Fields were left as bare as high- 
ways. Trees were stripped of 
branches and leaves, and_ horses, 
cattle, hogs,, sheep, rabbits, wild 
birds and chickens were killed. 
Hail stones piled into drifts eight 
to fifteen feet deep and many of 
these drifts remained for three 
days. 

One hail storm caused such wide- 
spread damage and distress that it 
helped bring about a great social 
upheaval. Beginning in the centre 
of France, July 13, 1788, this storm 
crossed Belgium and finally died 
out in Holland. No less than 1,309 
communes in France suffered, and 
the total losses were estimated at 
$5,000,000, an immense. sum at that 
period. This disaster undoubtedly 
hastened the coming of the revolu- 
tion. 5 
At Potter, Nebraska, on July 6, 
1929, hail stones as large as grape- 
fruit fell. One was found to 
seventeen inches in circumference | 
,and to weigh 11, pounds. 

At a village in Roumania on May | 
1, 1928, six children were killed | 
and ten adults badly injured by hail | 
during the celebration of the May 
Day festival. In 1929 on July 4th, | 
two men and one woman were kill: | 
ed and several injured by hail in | 
the suburbs of Nuremburg, Bav- | 
aria. These events were quite ex- | 
ceptional, however, for the number | 
of human beings killed or seriously 
injured by hail is insignificant.

‘CANADA’S HIGHWAYS 
ABOUND WITH TOURISTS 


Canada's highways again abound 
with tourists. Over 20,000,000 are 
| expected from the United States 
this season. They are on their way 
already to the lakes and forest, 
mountains and glaciers, that make 
| this country a paradise for vaca- 
| tions. 
| The Alcan highway is the most 
newsworthy of all the 560,000 miles 
| of Canada’s roads. Built during the 
war, it runs from Dawson Creek, 
| B.C., to Fairbanks, Alaska, through 
some of the most rugged wilderness 
on the continent, and is attracting 
adventurous sportsmen. However, 
ithe Canadian government warns 
that on the Alcan route—1221 miles 
| of which are in northwest Canada— 
| facilities such as gasoline stations, 
restaurants, overnight hotels, and 
cabin camps are extremely rare. 
Further warning is given that re- 
pair work on commercial or pri- 
vate cars cannot be conducted at 
government repair shops or main- 
tenance camps. 

In 1946 Manitoba announced a 
10-year program for the construc- 
tion of a minimum of 2,000 miles 
of highway. 

The work will pay special atten- 
tion to the Trans-Canada, interna- 
tion connections, and access-roads 
to national parks like Riding Moun- 
tain Park and Whiteshell Forest Re- 
serve. 

Saskatchewan's new roads are 
bringing visitors in large numbers 
to Prince Albert National Park in 
the northern part of the province, 
and to other popular resorts. R 

Alberta, too, is fortunate in her 
national parks among which are 
Waterton, Banff and Jasper. The 
Banff-Jasper highway is considered 


the finest drive of its kind in the’ 


world. It begins at an elevation of 
4,500 feet and makes a gentle as- 
cent up the Beautiful Bow Valley 
to Lake Louise. i 
British Columbia and Alberta, of 


| course, share the great Rock Moun- 


tain scenery. The motor drive from 
Field to Revelstoke is inspiring, as 
alternative routes 
such as that down the Fraser Val- 
ley to the Pacific shore. The B.C. 
parks like Kootenay, Mount Revel- 
stoke, and Yoho all provide magni- 
ficent views, while a drive along 
the Cariboo Road gives a complete 
view of the province's attractions. 
Visitors who have the time should 
cross to Vancouver Island for a stay 
in the pleasant city of Victoria.
